Hospital ER employee saves life of movie goer

A night out at the movies 
turned into a life saving oppor- 
tunity for a Mercy Hospital 
Grayling employee. 

Valerie Jones, an emergency 
department technician: for 
Mercy Hospital Grayling, and 
her husband Ken, went to see 
the new movie,“Indiana Jones 
and the Kingdom of the Crystal 
Skull,” on Saturday, May 31, at 
the Gaylord Cinema.

As part of the aftermath of the 
Four Mile Road wildfire, that 
damaged 1,350 acres of land and 
destroyed six homes south of 
Grayling, the Department of 
Natural Resources and the 
Michigan State University 
Extension have teamed up to 
educate homeowners to prevent 
them from having their homes 
lost or damaged by a blaze. 

The MSU Extension is hold- 
ing a Firewise Workshop at 5:15 
p.m. on Thursday, June 26, at 
the Devereaux Memorial 
Library, to educate homeowners 
on how to make their homes and 
properties safer from a wildfire. 

The DNR and the MSU 
Extension are hoping to attract 
more interest from area resi- 
dents in making their homes 
more firewise following the 
April 29 wildfire that darnaged 
1,350 acres south of Grayling 
and forced dozens of people to 
evacuate from their homes. 

Firewise is a program funded 
by the U.S. Forest Service to 
help homes withstand a wildfire. 

“Just performing some simpl¢ 
maintenance and practices can 
allow a home to be spared from 
a wildfire or can give firefighters 
enough time and space to get in

Hospital’s 
decontamination 
unit used to | 
treat oilfield 
worker

An area used to remove and 
prevent the spread of hazardous 
materials, in Mercy Hospital 
Grayling's new emergency 
room, was utilized for the first 
time earlier this month when an 
oilfield worker was exposed to 
potentially hazardous gases. 

The oilfield worker was 
brought to the emergency room 
around [1 a.m. on Sunday, June 
1, after an explosion occurred at 
a well site in Beaver Creek 
Township. 

The man, who was brought 
into the emergency room by a 
co-worker, was covered with 
crude oil that could have possi- 
bly contained hydrogen sulfide; 
a hazardous and potentially fatal 
gas produced at wells called 
sour gas wells. The particular 
well where the explosion 
occurred has tested at 10,000 
parts per million for hydrogeti 
sulfide, which could cause 
instant death if a person wa¥ 
exposed to a gas release, said 
Jason Dasho, a member of

and save the structure,” said 
Susan Thiel, the DNR unit man- 
ager for the Grayling forest man- 
agement unit. “We had some 
clear examples in the recent Four 
Mile Road fire.” 

Lurance Allwardt, an assistant 
resource protection specialist for 
the DNR's Grayling forest man- 
agement unit, will give an 
overview of the Four Mile Road 
fire and the dos and don’ts of 
Firewise principals that were 
within the fire perimeter, The fire 
perimeter stretched over a nine 
square mile area. 

“There are no guarantees that 
you can protect your home in the 
event of a wildfire, but there are 
certain things you can do to 
increase the odds that it will sur- 
vive,” Allwardt said. “It's only 
doing some minor things, but a 
little bit of work can go a long 
way.”

Dennis McClure, the director 
for the MSU Extension office in 
Montmorency County, conducts 
the Firewise program in northern 
Michigan. 

McClure said there are 8,000 
to 10,000 wildfires that occur 
across the state, most of which 
are small yard fires or fires 
caused by people burning trash or 
other debris. 

McClure said fires, such as the 
Four Mile Road fire and the 
Stephan Bridge Road fire in May 
1990 which destroyed 5,916 
acres of land and 76 homes, helps 
reinforce the recommendations 
of the Firewise program. 

“There are a number of homes 
that survived the Stephan Bridge 
Road fire that were right in the 
middle of it,’ McClure said. 

The Firewise workshop is free 
and wiil last about an hour. The

owners should consider when 
constructing, renovating or 
adding on to a home. The pro- 
gram will also include scenarios 
that homeowners should think of 
when designing and installing 
landscaping, such as considering 
the local area fire history, the 
prevailing winds, the seasonal 
weather, the irrigation require- 
ments and the location of fuel 
breaks like driveways, gravel 
walkways and lawns. 

“We want to put the informa- 
tion in the people's hands to help 
their homes survive a wildfire,” 
McClure said. 

Firewise principals that will be 
in the program include: 

* Maintaining a home ignition 
zone that consists of the space 30 
feet immediately around the 
home, extending as far as 100 to 
200 feet depending on the charac- 
teristics of the surrounding 
forests or grasslands. 
Homeowners are encouraged to 
create a home ignition zone that 
reduces or eliminates ignition 
hazards by thinning and spacing 
vegetation, removing dead leaves 
and needles and by pruning 
shrubs and tree branches. They 
are also encouraged to reduce the 
location of combustible materials 
near the home, such as wooden 
porches, decks, storage sheds, 
outbuildings, swing sets and 
fences. . 

* Homeowners are encouraged 
to remove plants around their 
home that contain resins, oils and 
waxes that burn readily, such as 
ornamental junipers, paupon, 
holly, red cedar and young pine. 
They are also urged to prune trees 
so that the lowest branches are at 
least six to 10 feet high, to pre- 
vent a ground fire from spreading 
to the tree tops. 

“Utilizing Firewise recommen- 
dations does not mean that home- 
owners have to have a bare yard,” 
McClure said. 

¢ The use of roofing materials 
including asphalt shingles, metal, 
slate or clay tile and concrete 
products. The inclusion of a fire- 
resistant subroof can also add 
protection. Homeowners - are 
encouraged to periodically check 
their roofs for deterioration, 
including cracks and spaces 
between the roof tiles. They are 
also urged to box in their eaves, 


keep their roofs, gutters and 
eaves clear of leaves and other 
debris, and make sure their 
under-eaves and soffit vents are 
as close to their roof line as pos- 
sible. . 

* Screening or boxing in areas 
below patios and decks with wire 
screening. 

“I probably had 15 years of 
leaves under my deck, and you 
don't think of the problems with 
embers floating through the air 
and starting a fire,” McClure said. 

* Using wall materials that 
resist heat and flames, including 
brick, cement, plaster, stucco and 
concrete masonry, preventing 
embers from collecting in small 
nooks and crannies and igniting 
combustible materials. They are 
also urged to use tempered or 
double-pane glass windows to 
make the home more resistant 
from wildfire heat and flames, 

* Families are urged to form 
disaster plans prior to a wildfire 
and use them when wildfire con- 
ditions exist. The plan includes 
posting emergency telephone 
numbers in a visible place, decid- 
ing where to go and how to get to 
the location, maintaining an 
emergency water source and relo- 
cating pets. 

¢ Identifying their homes and 
neighborhoods with legible and 
clearly marked street signs and 
numbers. They are also urged to 
maintain a driveway that is at 
least 12 feet wide with a vertical 
clearance of [5 feet and a slope 
of less than five percent to pro- 
vide easy access to emergency 


. vehicles. 


* When maintaining landscap- 
ing, homeowners are encouraged 
to mow their lawns regularly, dis- 
pose of cuttings and debris 
promptly, maintain the irrigation 
system and use care when refuel- 
ing garden equipment and storing 
flammable fuels. 

Workshop educators will also 
detail’ the requirements for burn- 
ing permits when wildfire condi- 
tions exist, and how to check the 
severity of wildfires in the area in, 
an effort to prevent home, prop- 
erty damage and financial reper- 
cussions. 

“Even if your home survives, if 
you have to call the. fire ‘depart- 
ment, you have to foot the bill,” 
McClure said.

Mercy Hospital Grayling's haz- 
ardous materials team. 

The oilfield worker was taken 
into the fixed decontamination 


- unit. Emergency room staff test- 


ed the air quality in the emer- 
gency room and around the man 
where the oi] material was locat- 
ed and found that there were zero 
results for hazardous gases. The 
man was then taken into a show- 
er area, where he scrubbed the 
material from his body with the 
assistance of emergency room 
staff. 

The oilfield employee was 
then examined for injuries and 
exposure to the gas, and was 
later treated and released after 
being observed by emergency 
room personnel. 

A safety alarm, worn on the 
oilfield worker's belt as part of 
state Occupational Health and 
Safety Administration regula- 
tions, alerted the employees to 
the gas release so they could 
evacuate the well site area, 
Dasho said. 

“God was on his side at that 
time,” Dasho said. 

Dasho said the decontamina- 
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~ > ember of the National Lea 


tion unit allowed the hospital's 
hazardous : materials team to 
begin treating the man in a mat- 
ter of minutes. In the’ former 
emergency room, Dasho said it 
would have taken the team at 
least 30 minutes to erect tents 
used as a decontamination cham- 
ber, 

The hospital's multi-depart- 
ment decontamination team 
includes 15 employees. Three 
employees from the team helped 
treat the oilfield worker, utilizing 
their training in the new unit, 

“At no time were any of the 
patients or hospital staff at risk to 
exposure from hazardous gases 
and materials, and that was our 
number one priority,” said 
Dasho, who has worked in the 
ER at the Mercy Hospital 
Grayling for four years and is 
also the safety officer for the

chest and Jones attempting to 
breathe air into his lungs. An 
AED (Automated External 
Defibrillator) was used by the 
nurse to shock the man’s heart, 
which helped revive him. The 
duo of medical employees con- 
tinued providing CPR until an 
ambulance arrived and transport- 
ed the man to Otsego Memorial 
Hospital. | 

Jones learned from a nurse that 
works at both Otsego Memorial 
Hospital and Mercy Hospital 
Grayling that the man had sur- 
vived and is doing well. 

“He did make it, and that made 
me feel proud,” Jones said. 

Due to the urgency of the situ- 
ation and due to hospital confi- 
dentiality regulations, Jones did 
not Jearn the name of the man or 
the nurse that assisted in provid- 
ing the life support. 

“He was just whisked away by 
the ambulance,” she said. 

Ironically, Jones underwent 
the American Heart 
Association’s CPR training last 
year when Mercy Hospital 
Grayling’s ‘ new emergency 
department opened for service.

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By Kirk Wakefield, Crawford County Sheriff 
The Michigan Sheriff’s 
Association wants to help 
consumers avoid costly 
check cashing scams 


‘ . Sheriff Wakefield wants to 
m make sure residents of Crawford 
County are aware of 
“International Lottery” and 
“Grant” check scams that are on 
the rise across Michigan. 

‘ Residents are being sent “cer- 
tified” checks for approximately 
$4,900 with a letter stating this 
{money is the first part of their 
Winnings or grant. The letter 
jnstructs the recipient to deposit 
the check into their account and 
send approximately $3,000 to a 
post office box, in Ontario or 
other far off places, to pay for 
faxes, insurance, handling, etc. 

> Often, by the time your bank 
determines the original check is 
counterfeit, your check for 
“fees” has already cleared and 
you are out of the amount you 
sent plus whatever fees your 
bank charges for a bounced 
check. 

: The Better Business Bureau 
has seen fake checks, that are 
supposedly drawn on local 
banks, local manufacturers and 
local retailers, which are high 
tech copies printed on standard 
check writing forms. 

' “In the past, in order to get a 
certified check, you had to have 
the money in your account to 
cover it,” said Sheriff Wakefield. 
“However, the increased use of 
computers has made it easier for 


con-artists to simulate these: 
checks.” It is because of this 
“good as gold” logic, that some 
older people. still believe to be 
true, that they often fal! to this 
scam. 

If you receive an unexpected 
check in the mail you need to do 
some research before depositing 
it to your account and forward- 
ing a check of your own. 

Why did you receive this 
check? Did you enter a lottery 
or seek a grant? 

Why would this bank, manu- 
facturer or retail establishment 
be sending me a partial check 
and asking me to send them a 
check from my own account. 

Does the company whose 
name is on the check actually 
exist at the address stated? 

Check with the Better 
Business Bureau or the Attorney 
General before cashing any 
check that seems questionable. 

Always remember that the 
Michigan Lottery will never 
expect you to send money to get 
your prize. 

“Unfortunately, there is 
always someone out there will- 
ing to steal from those that can 
least afford it,’ said Sheriff

MacNeven held a contest 
with a $20 first prize to name his 
new business. The winning 
entry, “Keg O' Nails,” was sub- 
mitted by Grayling resident 
Laura (Welch) Smith, reflecting 
the area’s lumber and timber 
heritage. 

An anniversary celebration, 
which included serving 75 cent 
burgers and brews, handing out 
commemorative balloons and 
selling t-shirts, was held at the 
landmark Grayling restaurant 
and tavern. The anniversary will 
continue to be celebrated 
throughout the year. 

“Tt was awesome, and it was 
nice to see the local customers 
turn out for the anniversary cele- 
bration because we are here for 
Grayling,’ said Darcie Bowers, 
who owns Spike's “Keg O' 
Nails” along with her husband 
Jeremy and Arron and Kelly 
Millikin. 

Spike’s “Keg O' Nails” has 
occupied the same location since 
1933. After the original building 
burned to the ground, MacNeven 
immediately rebuilt a new tavern 
with an attached bowling alley. 
That building also burned down 
and was replaced with the exist- 
ing structure. There have only 
been four subsequent owners, 
Herb and Mary Holmes (1958- 
1967), Lon and Margaret Qualls 
(1967-1980) and Kathy Bourrie

The Northeast Michigan 
Council of | Governments 
(NEMCOG) is in the process of 
studying the transportation sys- 
tem in the Grayling area. NEM- 
COG began the study in the 
summer of 2006, to help assess 
local and regional traffic issues, 
and has been working to devel- 
op various ways to improve traf- 
fic operations and safety. NEM-

PICK UP LOCALLY e 


The STREAM & LAKE MAP OF 
MICHIGAN resembles another 
map—known to Pennsylvania 
anglers as the “Lost Stream Map.” 

The “Stream Map of 
Pennsylvania” was completed in 
1965 after a thirty-year effort by 
Howard Higbee, a former Penn 
State Professor. 

Professor Higbee succeeded in 
creating a map of the highest detail 
possible—a map that shows every 
stream and lake. He painstakingly 
plotted by hand, the location of 
45,000 miles of streams onto a 
3 by 5 foot map. 

The map sold extremely well— 
until it was lost several years after 
it first appeared in print. Incredibly, 
the printer entrusted with the origi- 
nal drawing and printing plates, 
declared bankruptcy, then care- 
lessly hauled Highee’s 30 years of 
work to a landfill. 

The few remaining dog-eared 
copies became a prized fisher- 
man's possession. Professor 
Higbee was offered $400 for one 
of his last maps. And state agen- 
cies were forced to keep their 
copies under lock and key, 

Experts told Professor Higbee 
that reprints were impossible, 
because the maps were printed in 
non-photegraphic blue. 

Then, in 1991, at the age of 91, 
Howard Higbee’s dream came true. 
Computers made it possible to 
reprint the map. Holding an updat- 
ed map, Howard said, “tl never 
thought I'd live to see this day.” 

Then, by combining Professor 
Higbee’s knowledge with computer 
technology—the STREAM & LAKE 
MAP OF MICHIGAN was created.
